I am writing this letter to put on the record my understanding 
of the status of the Community Participation Committee, till now 
headed by Clem Price. As we all know, the Committee has been our 
weakest link so far in a rather remarkable effort to organize our 
Conference on Newark. From time to time I have spoken with Clem 
by phone or gotten letters indicating his similar concern and de- 
tailing his efforts to get things moving. Despite this, we have seen 
very few specific results in the form we want: endorsements of 
the Conference, associate sponsorships by community groups, volun- 
teers to help out from these groups, and commitments of reports of 
the activities of these groups over the past decade. 


Further, Clem, Kara, and I have been spending more time than we 
can afford on the telephone trying to reach each other and convey 
information and get help on community participation. 


At our meeting of 17 December, Charles, Kara, and I mutually 
agreed that the set-up had to change: that perhaps Clem was over- 
leaded with other responsibilities und cculdn't ggive the Committee 
the time it needed, and perhaps his approach to getting participation 
needed revision and supplementing. We further agreed that the 
Committee should, if necessary, be turned over to Kara, who expressed 
a willingness to give it a try and who has assurance of close 
cooperation from Mamie Bridgeforth. 


In a telephone call on the evening of December 20, I conveyed 
this background to Clem. He expressed a desire tox catinue to 
serve on the Committee but invited Kara to become co-chairman. I 
thought this a reasonable interim solution. Clem also said he would 
meet soon with Kara (notifying me in advance so I could attend if 
possible) and perhaps several other key people to get things operation- 


al oy January l, 1977. He said he would call Kara and tell her as much. 


Kara, in turn, will leave with Clem a promised list of addresses of 
community organizations from which they will work. I will also get 
a copy of this list. 

This decision now gives Clem a close working partner: it also 
gives Kara the authority needed to get going on her own. Because of 
the fine working relationship we have had to date, I hope that this 
arrangement/wiil see fruitful ressults and solve the problem. 


i recommend: (1) ptorities be established, and certain key 
organizations be contacted immediately; (b) requests be made for 
a Spot on the &genda of their next meeting, and thai we be notified 
in advance of that dates (c) persons be assigned to speak at these 
meetings: (d) that at first, people go in pairs, so each can learn

Money is coming in; There are some interesting, although not numerous, entries 
for the Arts contest; the response from referees asked to read papers has been 
most cooperative and gratifying; and there are quite a few paid reservations 
to date.

Many favorable 
letters have come in (he cites one from Cole Lewis at 
Prudential; John Caufield; Charles Bergmann, pres, NJIT, 
and others) and informal favorable comments have been made, 
The group overall concurred that the Conference had met 

or exceeded expectations. 


Vital statistics; A total of 529 attended so far as 

records canascertain. A total of 573 persons registered 
or preregistered with 34 who signed in advance not appearing. 
339 paüd for luncheon with 305 present. 185 paid for 
cocktails with 133 tickets collected, 


Of those who attended; 289 listed Newark as their mailing 
address; 42 East Orange, 3 Irvington, and 58 from elsewhere 
in Essex County. 18 from Union County, 16 Morris, 17

The proceedings will be several months 
in production; maybe early next year. 
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Shortcomings: among those suggested were (1) inadequate time 
for the panels to have full discussions; they should have been 
10-20minutes longer each; (2) inadequate stress upon the 
need for paying for lunch in advance led to a near clash by 
those who wanted to pay on Saturday. Eventually about 10 


persons were admitted this way after the cafeteria manager 


Said there would probably be absences anyway. (3) the 
registration procedure was overly- centralzed in Winters’ 
office and he was flooded in the last 7-10 days. Registration 
should have been handled by another office entirely. 

(4) Not all chairpersons of the panels had proper control 

over speakers; thus some went beyond the 10-minute limit, 
Also, in discussion, some chairpersons did not cut off 
questioners who were long-winded or insure that all persons 
had a chance to speak. (5) Poor daily press coverage. 


Favorable; exhibits went off well, many panels were packed 
and interesting; the major speakers were good, varied in 
approach; the musical presentation (Ephesian Choir) was 
a smash and woke things up. A lot of good feeling. Good 
interactions, many people surprised to discover so many with 
mutualinterest in the city. Regrets at not having been 
present are still coming in; also compli ments.

Evaluation; the Conference Evaluation Questionnaires (178 


were turned in, a remarkably high percentage) have been tab- 


ulated by Professor Barak at Rutgers-University College. His 
summaries are attached, 


Follow-up; Some jestingly suggest another Conference 

on more limited themes. Clem Price suggests an alliance of 
people in higher education in Newark to share ideas, move 

the higher education industry as colleagues to influence public 
policy in the city. They have a community obligation to do 
this. Conduct research, suggest alternatives. 

Judith Barr relays thoughts from DeanSamuels at Rutgers; to 
remain involved, identify an area of concern; hold panels 

on Specific issues (transport, urbàn geography); have a total 
presentation in that area of concern. 

Others; knocking on doors later doesn't work, we must think 
big in advance. Gene Stamper suggests we use the resources 
we have, focus on key issues, meet with government people to 
discuss them. Others see public service as a form of faculty 
load in an era of declining enrollments; Mr. Steinhauer deals 
with this point. 

Others; we must keep the connections with the community, 

Must look at city as a whole; the proliferation of social 
agencies; what are they doing? Are they effective? An 
information service to Newark high schools might also be 
worked up. 

Winters suggests a newsletter with Conference participants as 
reporters, on what's going on, research, meetings, new ideas, 
writings, plus meetings in the city of interest, several times 
yearly. (Post factos Vevier suggests single-theme conferences, 
half day, on issues raised on Oct. 1 to build further links 
among those who attended and especially those in higher ed.)

Major Criteria 
Centrality of the Humanities 


Humanistic concerns were omnipresent in the year and a half-long 
Conference organizing effort and at the Conference itself.  Con- 
ference publicity stressed the objective and the scholarly rather 
than the sensational and topical. A graphic arts competition held 
in conjunction with the Conference was based on creativity in- 
spired by the City of Newark and its people rather than on pro- 
motional ideals. Participating speakers stressed the specif ef- 
fect of actions, events, and systems upon individuals and groups 
in the city, as surmised from records, statistics, and personal 
experiences. Each was asked to consider, if germane to his/her 
topic, whether options exist whereby decision-makers can make 
choices that will unite the city and build it economically and 
culturally, and to state those options. Others considered how the 


legacy of the 1967 riots affected people's attitudes toward the 
city. 


The personal and scientific knowledge of the city possessed by 

the Conference organizers brought them into touch with real issues, 
and experts who could articulate them. They were sensitive to 
reactions of various Newark communities and constituencies, and 
adapted publications and press releases to local needs. History, 
ethics, urban sociology, politics, city planning -- these and 
other disciplines in which the organizers were expert brought the 
humanities and social sciences to the dominant place in all as- 
pects of the Conference. 


Involvement of Academic Humanists and Humanistic Disciplines 
aww Nee Or neagdenie gumanisces ana humanistic Disciplines 


The Conference involved academic and non-academic humanists at 
every level, as well as concerned non-humanists. To cite some 
examples: the Conference executive committee, which made the 
basic planning decisions, had four academic members out of four; 
the program committee had seven out of eight; the community parti- 
cipation committee had six out of eleven; the exhibits audiovisual 
committee had three out of six; the arrangements committee had 

one out of seven. Of 42 referees of scholarly articles, 36 were 
academics and half were humanists, and similar proportions ob- 
tained for those assisting in other ways, including the 65 authors 
of papers prepared for the Conference.

Public Policy Focus 


This was a powerful element throughout the life of the project. 
The cosponsoring groups early recognized that Conference topics 
would be politically volatile and might be exploited by the com- 
munications media or demagogues. They met the problem head-on 
and successfully. First, it was decided to hold the Conference 
after the actual tenth anniversary (Julv 1968) of the riots, yet 
several months before the Newark municipal election campaian of- 
ficially opened. Hence, October 1, 1977, was chosen. 


Second, the organizers resolved to be bipartisan and, when pos- 
sible, non-partisan, in the upcoming New Jersey gubernatorial elec- 
tions. This was done by inviting both major party candidates to 
attend (neither did so). Third, the Conference tried to go 
national in scope by inviting President Jimmy Carter to attend 

and speak, shortly after his inauguration. They hoped he would 
address national urban policy at the Newark Conference. But this 
was not to be. After months of communication with the White House, 
and through Senatorial and Congressional means, we were informed 
that the President could not make it. (Nor could any member of 
his cabinet). Perhaps this was just as well, because the Presi- 
dent took part in the gubernatorial campaign in a partisan way 

and his appearance at the Conference might have given it an unde- 
sirable slant. 


Third, the Conference executive committee decided to seek respons- 
ible, objective, and above all scholarly presentations on the pro- 


gram. It tried to assure this by setting up a system of out- 
side peer review and editorial scrutiny of all papers submitted. 
We feel that to a great degree these precautions paid off. 


Nonetheless, a controversy arose among persons outside the organi- 
zing effort who were unaware or mistrustful of our approach. 
Elements in the downtown business community, for one, feared that 
we would stir the embers of 1967 and feed undesirable images to 
the communications media. For another, elements in the black com- 
munity critical of Mayor Gibson alleged that we would whitewash 
the mayor's two administrations and soft-pedal his record in 
office. Both groups were contacted and discussions held with 
them. As a result, their limited participation was elicited. 
Afterward, people from both groups in effect conceded that their 
fears had been exaggerated or unwarranted, and that the Conference 
came off fairly objectively. 


Fourth, the Conference group determined not to hold merely another 
"rap session" of which Newark has had many. Instead, through 

the carefully prepared papers on coherent themes, the group hoped 
to stimulate the audiences to lively and informed participation. 
Abstracts of the papers were placed in the Conference program 
announcement. Speakers at the panels were limited to ten-minute 
condensed versions of their actual papers. The full text of the 
papers would be published after the Conference in an encyclopedic 
compendium. 


This projected format worked out well at the Conference. Reports 
from the thirteen panel sessions attest to good audience partici- 
pation in sessions on transport, the arts, crime, and education 
among others. A civilized interchange on matters of profound 
Civic concern was the outcome. 


D. Relation to Theme. 


The theme was a retrospective look at Newark since the riots of 
1967. How did a major social organism suffer from a human catas- 
trophe? How did it respond out of an instinct for survival? What 
values in fighting for urban survival did people see in the after- 
math of a shattering experience? What new and meaningful relation- 
ships and institutions have been established that equip the city 

to cope with new circumstances? 


The riots themselves were only to be the starting point not the 
focus. No recriminations, no finger pointing. The following 

ten years were to be examined, analyzed for trends, impacts, signi- 
ficance. What is the city's present and probable future? Has 
the standard of life in Newark changed appreciably? Have negative 
conditions which existed in the 1960's been eliminated? What 

are current attitudes toward Newark? What roles do human values 
play in operations in Newark's public and private sectors? 


The asking and answering of these questions indicates the integral 
relationship of the project's implementation to its motivatina 
theme. 


LI. 


Adult Audience 


The program overwhelmingly reached an out of school audience. 

Of 178 respondents to the Conference evaluation questionnaire 
(out of 531 attendees, or a 33.5 per cent response), 88 per cent 
reported that they were age 25 and over; 95 per cent were college 
graduates. 


The audience included a strong representation from the general 
local and suburban communities. No group membership was required 
for admission, but many who came did so through a group relation- 
ship (an agency or institution contacted by the Conference com- 
munity participation committee, for example). 


From the angle of informed and motivated involvement, we believe 
there were no disadvantages to this sort of response. The in- 
termix of humanists and other academics with the general partici- 
pants went very well. The use of jargon was tacitly discouraged 
in the presentations. In the panel sessions, there was meaning- 
ful dialogue to the extent that time permitted. A shortness of 
time, however, due partly to lax moderating from the front, 
limited some of the discussions. 


Overall, the Conference was a smashing success at adult education 
and participation. 


Other Assessments 


The program met our goals fully. Its content was deficient in 
only two (out of a dozen) respects: (a) the topics of politics 
and public administration were not dealt with as major themes. 
They were covered partially or peripherally by several speakers, 
but this was insufficient to do them justice. No volunteers 
agreed to handle these areas: we suspect that their topical sensi- 
tivity was somewhat responsible for this shyness. (b) Another 
key area that was scanted was economic and business activity. 
Absence of open support by the downtown business community was 
responsible for this vacuum. Again, several speakers handled 
auxiliary themes (the service-sector economy, for one), but real 
estate trends, industrial growth and jobs, and commerce in Newark 
were virtually ignored. 


Audience size met our goals amply. It was 531 officially recorded 
at the registration desk, vith 589 having preregistered before 

the day of the Conference. About 310 attended the paid luncheon 
and 150 the post-Conference paid cocktail reception. 


Educationally, the day, according to many comments, was most in- 
structive, not simply from the viewpoint of facts acquired but 
also from the interchange of ideas, the sight of hundreds of people

in the heart of Newark talking only about Newark on a Satur- 
day during a drenching rain, and a feeling of solidarity en- 
gendered. 


According to the post-Conference questionnaire, people rated 
the panel sessions at an average of 3.99/5.00 and the quest 
Speakers at an average of 4.44/5.00. (see Appendix A) 


The format proved effective but not unreservedly so. In using 

it again, we would allow another 15 minutes per panel session 

(1 3/4 hours instead of 11/2 hours) in order extend the closing 
time of the Conference one-half hour (to 4:45 p.m. instead of 
4:15 p.m.). This foreshortened original schedule arose from 

the fears of one or two organizers that we would not be able to 
"keep people in Newark" that late. They obviously were wrong. 
The problem was in clearing people out of the Conference rooms 

so that maintenance staff could begin to clean up, not in holding 
them at the proceedings. 


Guidelines issued to participating were explicit and well arti- 
culated, but they could have been stronger in two respects: 

(a) Panel moderators and speakers needed more stringent warn- 
ings to adhere to the 10-minute limit for talks; (b) attendees 
needed stronger notice that no lunch reservations would be taken 
on the day of the Conference. Several dozen people who had not 
made advance luncheon reservations took this restriction with 
mixed emotions; some were courteous and found outside eating ac- 
commodations, others were nasty and even threatening. There 
must be some way to avoid these last-minute tensions, and it 
will be found for any future event. 


We would again seek out academic humanists for involvement; but 
for leadership roles, as was the case on this occasion, a good 
Organizing sense is essential, and a willingness to share fully 
in the time and labors needed to make the leadership a truly 
collegial experience. The wonder is not that one or two key 
people fell below expectations and performed unevenly, but that 
more did not, and that so many gave unstintingly of scarce time 
to serve the Conference's needs. By and large, humanists among 
the leadership proved no less able to function than non-humanists. 


Local activities and other side-effects of the Conference include 
the following: (1) Birmingham, Alabama, will hold a "fifteen 
years after" conference in the fall of 1978 directly inspired by 
ours; (2) several major New Jersey newspaper stories, one tele- 
vision show and at least one radio interview dealt with the Con- 
ference; (3) An authors' reception to mark publication of the 
proceedings will be held June 19 at the Newark Public Library. 


Wide recognition, personal and academic, has been gained by the 
leading participants; (5) Interactions and friendships have 
formed among the organizers; such relationships have hopeful im- 
port for the future of Newark' (6) The graphic arts competition 
drew two dozen entries which were judged by three outstanding 


art personages. The winning print was lithographed and dis- 
tributed to those who worked hardest on the Conference as a 
material reward; it is printed as a fold-out in the published 
proceedings. A prize of $500 was donated by an outside agency 
to the winner. (7) An outside grant of $2,000 was awarded to 
bring top-notch guest speakers to the Conference. 


F. Highlights of the discussions in the panels and elsewhere at the 
Conference: some ethnic groups (Hispanic and Italians)feel they 
did not get "full recognition"; city-state and city-federal re- 
lations were sharply criticized by guest speaker Professor Frances 
Fox Piven; Sanford Gallanter's paper on growing up Jewish in 
Newark evoked warm discussion, as did Margaret Tsuda's poetry; a 
post-Conference furor developed when the Star-Ledger headlined 
Professor Sol Chaneles' allegations that federal agencies may 
have deliberately provoked the Newark riots in 1967; impetus for 
a renewed and rational approach to improving transportation facili- 
ties in Newark came out of the panel session "At the Crossroads 
of New Jersey," which featured leadina experts on transportation. 
Throughout, public inputs were strong where time and the moderator's 
tact permitted.

D. Attendance held up throughout the day. The peak was probably 
between 10 a.m. and noon; about 310 were seated at the luncheon, 
about 300 were present for the closing plenary session,. and 150 
Stayed for the paid reception afterward. 


E. The four Conference sponsors were the College of Medicine and 
Dentistry of New Jersey; Essex County College; New Jersey Insti- 
titute of Technology; Rutgers-Newark divisions and schools. 

NJIT provided the basic Conference infrastructure (accounting, 
printing, main headquarters, telephone infortation, Conference 
Site, equipment) and the director was an NJITer.

Not only Charles Vevier out also Alex 
Wysession and Mark Quinones, to name but two, have done more 
than sanity should have dictated in order to get the Conference 
into shape. Above all, I wanted to show the people of Newark, 
of North Jersey, and even colleagues in urban studies and social 
science throughout the country that Newark could do it right. 
Tne responses that fill my correspondence file attest to our 
mutual success,

Evaluation of the Conference on An Assessment of Newark, 1967-1977 


This evaluation is based on 178 questionnaires handed in upon departure from 
the conference or sent in afterwards. 


Not all questionnaires were answered fully and some participants only attended 
one panel or a large number. 


A few general comments are in order: 


L; 


2. 


There was an overall positive reaction to the conference. 


The lectures especially were well received with the rating averaging 
out above just liking. 


The response to the panels (with the exception of the panel of ethnic 
relations) was also overall positive. 


In general an optimistic opinion about Newark was to be noted (especially 
through question 5 of the questionnaire). 


Comments made in the responses indicate that quite a number of participants 
would like to see a conference of this kind an annual event. Much praise 
was offered to the organizers and the participants of the conference. 
Negative comments dealt mainly with the shortness of time given to the 
speakers and the shortness of time for discussions. 


Opinion change as a result of the conference is a variable which is very 
hard to measure so close to the event itself. Nonetheless 49 respondents 
expressed to have experienced a positive change of opinion with only 4 
negative shifts. 


Of those claiming no change, a number volunteered to state that there 
was no change since they only became more convinced of the positive 
future of Newark.

NEWARK--A young East Orange artist who was a high school student in 
Newark during the city's civil disorders ten years ago has been awarded 
first place in a competition for a visual representation of the city and 
its people. 

Gary Chapman, 24, had his work selected from among 
entries from many parts of New Jersey in a competition sponsored by the 
Conference on an Assessment of Newark, 1967-77, which takes place 
Saturday, Oct. 1, at New Jersey Institute of Technology. 

Chapman's ink sketch shows a graphic history of 
the city, defining its good and bad points. He received a cash prize, 
donated by the Newark Redevelopment and Housing Authority. 

Chapman's winning effort will be on display at the 
conference, which begins at 8:30 a.m. and continues throughout the day 


at NJIT's campus on High Street, Newark. 


Chapman is a commercial artist for a Bloomfield 
advertising firm. He has been interested in drawing and art since 
early childhood and excelled in that area of talent through his days 
in the Newark school system at Bergen Street Grammar School, Clinton 
Place Junior High School, and Central High School, which adjoins NJIT. 

The young artist attented Rutgers University in 
New Brunswick for two years and served in the United States Air Force.
